Than Good from th» AcqnUltlon _ 61 
^Vealth. 
Tbo* more the element o! ' fchince 


enters into the acquisition of "money, 
tho greater is the harm it does tho man 
who gains it. 
This probably is the 


reusou why gold-digging seldom ele- 
vates, either morally or materially, 
Uio.so who follow it. It demands • ol 
the digger enterprise, perse've'ratice, 
toil and indiffercoc* to hardship, qual 
itics tho exercise of which should 
mako u man of him. Yet the "luck1 


associated with the business seems fatal 
to manly virtues and permanent pros- 
perity. 


The digger may toil for weeks with 


out "raising the color," and all the 
time he sees his neighbor of the next 
"claim" washing out an ounce of gold 
to the pan. Tho view is not likely to 
eradicate his natufal-envy or covetous- 
lie's. 
On the other hand, he may, by 


a few clays of "prospecting," wander- 
ing o^er the barren' hills, with a don- 
kity for a companion and a burden- 
Ixsarer, stumble upon a fortune. 
In 


most cases tbe "find" tempts the tinder 
to add another to the thousands ol 
illustrations of tho fact that that which 
is gained without labor is spent with- 
out thought. 


A gentleman of large experience in 


tho Australian gold tielda says that al- 
most the only instance he ever knew 
where an uneducated man did not re- 
ceive more harm than good from'lind- 
ing gold, was tho following: 


A man who had been a few months 


in the colony, and had supported him- 
self by digging in a garden, went up to 
the "diggings." He knew nothing o( 
mining, and could hardly.tell quartz 
from common rock. Within two weeks 
he stumbled upon a nugget of pure 
gold, weighing- seventy ounces. That 
very day ha started back to the coast, 
as if in a hurry to got away from the 
miuing district. On reaching a sea 
port, he engaged passage for England 
on the lirst boat, and went homo tc 
enjoy the profits of his. brief mining ex- 
pcdition. 


As an offset to this rare case, the 


gentleman mentions several cases in 
•which men were ruined by their sud 
denly acquired wealth. Four sober, 
industrious men worked a claim in 
partnership. They struck gold, and in 
a lew weeks took out one hundred 
thousand dollars apiece. But in two 
years three out of the four died drunk- 
lu-ds, and the fourth lost every penny 
of his fortune by prospecting for gold 
ai;d buying unprofitable claims. 


A blacksmith dabbled in mining, and 


got into debt. One day he struck gold. 
,He worked on, and was soon in tho re- 
ceipt of twenty-live hundred 'dollars a 
d;xy. 
His claim continued to "pan 


out" better and better, until no one, 
not even himself, knew how much he 
was worth. The man had the stuff in 
him out of which a noble charactei 
might have been formed. He'taught 
himself to read and write, and for a 
season went onward fitting himself to 
become a good citizen and a safo man 
of business. 


But madness was in his Wood. Ht 


took tc wild speculation in gold mines, 
set up a racing stud, "bulled" 01 
"beared" the wheat market, and went 
into every thing which admitted o) 
gambling. The nervous strain tempted 
him to braca himself with stimulants. 
He became a drunkard, and in a few 
years was gazetted as a bankrupt. 


Tho young man who by industrj 


and 
self-denial saves his first one 


thousand dollars—John Jacob Astoi 
said it cost him more to gain that sum 
than it did to acquird the rest of his 
fortune—is prepared to carry steadily, 
without losing his head, the ten 01 
twenty thousand which ho may gel 
afterward. 


A few years ago a young man oi 


Boston was the marvel of his friends. 
His mercantile ventures turned out a 
large prolit. Whatever he touched, 
clocks or merchandise, turned into 
gold. Young men pointed him out as 
the envied one, and crafty mothers 
with marriageable daughters viewed 
him as a "catch" to be worked for. 


But old merchants shook their heads. 


Knowing that it requires as much self- 
eoutrol and wisdom to keep a fortune 
ns to gain one, they looked to see il 
this young Kapoleon of the street was 
moved by a mercantile head or a 
gambler's rashness. 
Within four years 


from 
tlie tirao that bis name waa a 


<yi'.i>uym for success, he was a bank- 
ru[>t. — YoutiSs Companion.

Noiv, men don't kiss-each other, 


but content themselves with a shake oi 
the hand." Tho President of the Pro- 
visional Government by this clevei 
maneuver escaped fifty embraces, to 
bis no little comfort and joy.

pressed with tho course and actions ot ft 
person calling himself M. V B Van Ars- 
dale, at one time a preacher andemployed 
as state agent for tbe industrial school, 
which position he used to perfect a scheme 
of bis o«u which 13 not well thought 
of by thote who are acquainted with it 
Van Arsdale's seheme seeme to be, by 
what wiit) said by the ladies, to collect 
money for tbe education of deserving 
poor girle, which he pockets and sends 
the girls to some school where free edu 
cutiou is already provided for in such 
cases, thus winning the glory and pook- 
etiug theeheckels. Mrs D L Iv Ward 
ner ofAnnn, said she had attended an 
advertised annual meeting ot Van Ars- 
dale's National American Educational 
society 
She found it after an extended 


search in a dark room in the Sherman 
bouse, and those in attendance consisted 
of Mr Van Arsdale and a superanuated 
mmieter, who acted as hia agent. Bishop 
Oheny's name appeared on Van Arsdale s 
circular us u director, but the bishop de- 
nied all knowledge ot the scheme, aud 
declined to indorse Van Arsdale in any 
way 
In all this man had raised nearly 


S3UOO, which 
probably 
hod 
been 


used for "expenoes." Last spring a be- 
quest for benevolent purposes had been 
left in Elgin, and Van Arsdale had made 
cllorts to get it tor his "benevolent" 
scheme. Mr Preston, the Chicago bank- 
er, at one time consented to act as treas- 
urer for him, but never had but 3100 in 
bis hands, and that was drawn out as 
noun ue received. Mr. Preston said he

Mrs. Wardner did not 


claim thut Van Arsdale had stolen any 
money from the Industrial School, but 
did claim that be had used its credit and 
reputation for his own purposes. 


The c fibers of tbe Auxiliary Society of 


Drcatur, who are responsible for the ex- 
potseact lillie Davis at the Industrial 
School tind that this same Mr. Vanare- 
dtile hi.s secured a laige number of con- 
tributions to his "benevolent scheme," 
wliuh wore paid to him by annual mem- 
bars of Dccatur Society uuder the im- 
presbion that his scheme was the same 
pchool that Mr. Vanamdale icpreeented 
when he nas authorized agent of the Illi- 
nois Industrial School tor Girls, and or- 
gBDized our local society. On his last 
v lait hero, while he called upon the pas- 
torb of tho various chuichee.aud took up 
conttibutioub m several of them, he sys- 
temiiticrtlly avoided the oflicers ot tbe 
society which he had orgnnizsd here. 
Several of the pastors of the churches 
when risked to give notice of the meeting 
ot the Decatur Auxiliary last spring were 
quite surprised to bud that the agency of 
tbe Rev. Mr. Vanarsdale who had taken 
up contributions in their churches was 
for u dillerent object.

How the Salmon Is Knublcd to Jump 


tiTritlltu 


Prof. A. Landmark, Chief Director 


of the Norwegian Fisheries, has pub 
lished some interesting particulars o 
bis studies of the capability of tho sal 
mon to jump waterfalls. He is of the 
opiniou that tho jump depends as much 
on the height of tho fall as on tho cur 
rents below it. 
If tliero bo a deep poo 


right under the fall, where the wate 
is comparatively quiet, a salmon may 
jump sixteen feet perpendicularly, bu' 
such jump3 are rare, and he can onl; 
state with certainty that it has takei 
placo at tho Hellofos, in the Drain 
Kiver, at liungsend, whore two grca 
masts have been placed across th 
river for the study of the habits of the 
salmon, so that exact measurement 
may be effected. 
Tho height of the 


wafer ia the river, of course, varies, 
but it is, as a rulo, when tho salmon is 
running up stream, sixteen feet below 
these niasts. Tho ji-staiico between the 
two is tlirco and one-lialf feet, anil the 
Frofos.sor 
states 
that 
ho has seen 


salmon jump from the river below 
across both masts. 
As another ex- 


ample of high jumping, lie mentions 
some iusluncis of Carratunkwaterf.il!, 
Kcuuibuc, in North America, where 
jumps of lu'cho foot have been re- 
corded. Prof. Laud mark further itates 
that when a salmou jumps a fall nearly 
perpendicular in shape it is sometime3, 
able to remain in the fall, oven if the 
jump is a foot or two short of tho 
actual height. This, ho maintains, Inu 
been proved by an overwhelming quan- 
tity of evidence.

suou to staud lor a minute or two s 
foot or so below the edge of the fall in 
the same spot, in a trembling motion, 
when with a smart twitch of the tan 
the 1 rest of the fall is cleared.

only lish which strike the fall straight 
with the snout are able to remain iu 
tho falling mass of water; if il, is struck 
obliquely, tho h.sh is carried back iutc 
tho stream below. 
This Prof. Laud 


mark believes to be tho explanation ol 
salmon passing falls with a clear de- 
scent of sixteen feet. The Profcssoi 
believes that this is the extreme jump a 
salmon is capable of. and points oul 
that, of course, not all are capable o' 
port'ormmsc this feat.—l.andon Globe.

USES 
OF 
BEESWAX. 


Au Article Whose Value In Not Gencrallj 


Kcnllzrtl. 


The uses to which beeswax is applied 


are many add impoitant. Its property 
of preventing mildew and of preserving 
tissues was well known to tho ancients, 
who used cerecloth for embalming. 
For encaustic painting they used bees- 
wax, as shown in the wall "pictures of 
Pompeii. 
The Roman Catholics uso 


beeswax candles and tapers in all the 
ceremonies of their church, as well as 
in their processions. 
Manufacturers 


of glazed, ornamental and wall papers 
use quantities of beeswax, as also tho 
manufacturers of paper collars, cuffs, 
etc.. 
for polishing surfaces. 
Wax is 


used iu paints ana varnishes, aud for 
"stuffing" of wood to be polished for 
fino coach work, pianos, furniture, and 
parquctte flowers. It is used by plas- 
terers and electrotvpers in forming 
their moulds, and is also used as an im- 
portant iugredient iu preparations for 
covering: the surface of polished iron 
and steel to prevent rust. It is com- 
bined with tallow to form a coating for 
canvas and cordage, as sails, awnings, 
ete. 
Artificial flowers consume much 


wax, and the purposes to which wax 
applied are continually widening as 
new inventions come up and new pro- 
cesses are discovered. We have only 
given a few of the uses of this wonder- 
tul product of tie bees in order to show 
one phase of tho industry seldom 
noticed. 
Thousands of persons sup- 


pose that beeswax is gathered from 
trees and shrubs in tho form of gum, 
when in fact it is all made from honey, 
and is produced by the bee's stomacb 
feeding on honey, as fat is produced 
fcythepig feeding on corn.—Westerr
